Hahnemann was born on 
April 11, 1755, in the German 


town of Meissen, From his early 
childhood he grew up in harmony with 
nature, which contributed a lot in his 
later years to invent non-synthetic 
drugs derived from nature, 

After completing his medical study 
in 1779, he went to Vienna and be 
came a Doctor of Medicine, Two 
years later he got a job as a medical 
officerin the town of Gommem, He 
faced acute financial problems and 
worked hard by giv- 
ing tition in French ¢ 6 @ 
and German and 
writing for journals. 
He had a great interest in the 
various branches of science like 
metallurgy, drug therapy, min- 
ing science, agriculture and astronomy. 

Hahnemann was greatly disturbed 
by the medical system that prevailed 
a that time, He rebelled against the 
therapeutic method which had many 
loopholes, So he began writing his own 
journals in which he formulated new 
ideas and propounded new theories 
His earliest article was published in the 
yeu 1784 ~ “The direction for curing, 
old sores and indolent ulcers’, Between 
1785 and 1789, he published 
innumerable articles, writings and 

1ys Which created several waves in 
the medical world. 
‘The turning point in Dr, Hahne- 
Inn's career Was the translation of the

work of Dr: Cullen in 1790. Dr: Cullen, 
noted medical teacher had suggested 
the use of the Peruvian bark tis 
dote for malaria in his book, But the 
young and curious Hahnemann could 
not accept this and he decided to veri- 
fy the facts by testing the effects of the 
drug on his own system, He took a 
small amount of that drug in pure form 
for a few days and found out that the 
drug which was used as a remedy, it- 
self provided « sort of fever, He then 
propounded his new theory ‘Simila 
Similibus Curentur’ which means ‘like 
cures like’. This theory later proved to 
be the ground on which the system of 
Homeopathy was built

During the period 1792-1800, Dr. 
Hahnemann gave another set of new 
theories on the dosage of drugs given 
by doctors. He opposed the large 
dosages that were given and suggested 
that only one particular drug should be 
used to cure a particular disease, 





Dr. Hahnemann compiled all his 
Works under one ttle "The Organon of 
Rational Healing’, which gave birth to 
the system of Homeopathy, He soon 
became the Professor of Medicine at 
the Leipsic University, However, due 
to the revolutionary ideas he had, he 
soon earned a lot of enemies among the 
medical fraternity. He left the hostile 
environment of the University and 
moved to the smatler town of Kothen, 
The greatest of his works ‘The Chronic 
Diseases’ was produced in 1828. The 
cholera epidemic that shook entire 
Europe in 1831, was effectively 
combated by the methods propounded 
by Hahnemann. This enabled the 
science of Homeopathic Medicine to 
advance a great deal. 

Dr. Hahnemann settled in Paris 
during the later part of his life and 
became a famous physician, He eamed 
a lot of money during that time, At the 
age of 88, he fell ill due to a bronchial 
disorder and died, The medical system 
that Dr, Hahnemann left behind has. 
since then healed and cured millions 
‘of people down the years. Humanity 
‘owes a lot to this icon of the medical 
world.

The 
neem is almost another 
name for shade and clear 
air, It has a reputation of 
being a cure for several 
human illnesses. 

‘The Neem has a long 
life. It grows to a gigantic 
size and reaches a height of 
20 meters. This hardy tree 
{grows in regions receiving 
‘excessive rain like Assam 
and in drier regions like 
Rajasthan or Gujarat, 
Every part of the country 
below the snowline is 
equally home to it. 


In early spring, the |

? What is osteoarthritis? How is it 
treated? 

! Osteoarthritis isa disease where 
there is a wear and tear of a joint, To 
reduce friction and facilitate better 
‘movement ina joint, there isastructure 
called cartilage which covers the 
opposing ends of the bones in the joint. 
Due to repeated trauma and the process 
of aging, his cartilage becomes thinner 
and there is friction between the bones 
within the joint, This results in the 
patient experiencing pain and stiffness 
in the joints when he or she moves 
them, Sometimes itis accompanied by 
swelling in the joints. The knees and 
hips are commonly affected in 
osteoarthritis. Age, lack of exercise, 
joint injury, joint strain, overweight and 
genetic defects are some of the risk 
factors which can lead to this disease 
Administering non-steroidal anti- 
inflammatory drugs and disease 
modifying anti-theumatic drugs treats 
Regular exercise can help to reduce 
pain and increase general fitness and 
well-being. In severe cases surgical

? What is meant by keratoplasty? 

{Tis one type of eye surgery. Itis 
otherwise called comeal transplan- 
tation, It is the surgery to replace the 
clear covering of the eye (cornea) 
which is damaged and no longer 
transparent. This surgery is done under 
local anesthesia, The damaged comea 
is removed and the corneal graft is 
stitched in place. 

Comeal graft tissues are donated by 
dying patients and their families and 
are kept in an eye bank. Corneal 


transplantation is recommended for 
people, whose cornea no longer allows 
light to pass through (opaque), and is 
infected, injured, damaged or has a 
scat.

2? When we visit an 
ophthalmologist to get our eyes tested, 
he or she asks us to read a chart with 
letters. What is it? How does it help to

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test our eyes? How is the power of our 
eyes corrected? 

! It is called the Snellen chart. The 
test done with the chart is called 
Snellen test. Iisa test of visual acuity. 
It measures how well you can see 
images from a distance and up close. 
To test distance vision, you are asked 
to sit ina dimly lit room at a distance 


of 20 feet from the chart with letters 
that get progressively smaller. First 
covering one eye and then repeating 
with the other, you will read the 
smallest line you can, If you wear 
glasses, this test can be done to asses 
their strength. 

Your distant vision is determined 
using two numbers, with 20/20 vision 
being normal. The first represents the 
distance from the chart when you are 
tested. The second is the distance at 
Which someone with normal vision is 
able to see the smallest letters in the 
char, Ifthe second number increases, 
your distant vision is less powerful. A 
seore of 20/25 means your vision ig 
poorer than normal because you need 
to be five feet closer to the smallest 
letters in order to see or read it. 

‘Near vision is tested in a well-lit 
room by having you read from a card 
with letters at your normal reading 





distance. This test is also done one eye 
at a time. Near vision is calculated in 
the same way as distant vision, but with 
14/14 being normal because most 
people hold the card 14 inches away 
‘when they read. Once again, the higher 
the second number, the worse your 
Vision. 

‘Then, a phoropter, a machine that 
has trial lenses is used to find the 
correct lenses to improve your vision, 
‘The power of the eye lense is thus 
corrected.

? How and why do we feel thirsty? 

‘You know that water and salt are 
always present in our blood. Under 
normal conditions, the proportion of 
these two materials in the blood 
remains constant. If due to some 
reason, the amount of water in blood 
‘gets reduced, the proportion of the two 
materials also changes. In such a 
situation the “thirst centre’ located in 
the brain sends signals to the throat to 
‘get water. As a result of this, the throat 
starts contracting. This contraction 
makes it dry and we start feeling thirsty. 
So we drink water. Excessive thirst 
may be a symptom of diabetes or 
kidney ailments. In such cases, 


immediate medical checkup should be 
undertaken.
